BOYNE CITY — The new One Water Street 
redevelopment project includes the cleanup of 
contaminated soil that was contaminated decades 


- ago by other users of the property, such as the. 


location of a railroad roundhouse, a shingle mill 


‘and a commercial boat dock. 


The new owner of the property, Glen Catt, said 
the contamination is not considered hazardous by 


‘the state of Michigan, but it does need to be 


removed and taken to a landfill. He spoke to the 


- city commission at its meeting on June 9. 


_ “The main source of contamination is heavy 
metals that exceed background levels and/or 
drinking water criteria,” Catt said. “The property 


was expanded into Lake ‘Charlevoix by using fill . 


material to increase the land area. The fill con- 


tains coal, metals, slag, sawdust. and many other. 


materials that have to be removed for redevelop- 
ment.” 


Although the contamination occurred many 


years ago under different ownership, the state — 


requires the new owner to clean it up. However, 
because the cost of:cleanup is high, the state pro- 
vides incentives so that people will buy the prop- 


erty. The state program is known as “Brownfield” . 


and if the state designates a site as a Brownfield

site, the current owner may. apply tr tax cred-. 
its. 


The tax credits are reimbursed after the devel- 
oper has completed the project. Both state and 


local new taxes are used. Catt explained further: .. 


“Tt’s important to note that the current assessed 
value and taxes are untouched, and the credits 
only come: from the new taxes created by the 
value of the redevelopment,” he said. : 


An estimated $1,728,000 would be eligible for 
cleanup cost reimbursement. The tax credits

Continued from front page... | 


financial squeeze. Some road commissions are lay- 

ing off employees, others are cutting back on ser- 
Vices. 

But the federal Recovery and Reinvestment Act 


of 2009 is giving some relief to county ‘road com- © 


missions with approximately 800 state and local 
transportation projects paid for by $873 million in 
federal Recovery and Reinvestment funds. In addi- 


tion, approximately ee 000 jobs are one created. 


or sustained. 
For its part, the state is spending $980 million on 


transportation funding this year and creating or 


sustaining more than 27,000 jobs, according to 
information on the state of Michigan’s official web- 
‘site. 

The Charlevoix County Road Commission hasi’t 
seen much of the money going around, manager Pat 


- Harmon said. The county has 184 miles of primary — 


roads and most of them need repairs to one degree 
or another. A road commiséion steeting committee
